The Flanders Front. 


The new German attack in French and 
Belgian Flanders on a front of some 
twenty-five miles between la Bassée and 
Ypres was strongly pressed throughout yes- 
terday. Meanwhile the situation on the 
front between the Somme and the Oise 
remains quiet. It becomes clear that, by 
an eafily intelligible paradox, the opening 
of this new attack is, on the whole, a good 
sign. We have consistently to remember 
that the object of the Germans in their 
tremendous effort on the western front 
which began on March 21st is to achieve 
a military decision—to shatter the Allied 
Armies’ capacity for further resistance. 
Nothing less will justify losses which they | 
have incurred, and continue to incur, at 4 
rate that, within a comparatively short 
time, will destroy their own offensive power 
and gravely weaken their defensive power. 
Such a decision the Germans proposed to 
achieve in their first great drive on the 
Somme front by breaking the Allied front 
and separating the two Allied Armies. 
If they believed themselves to be in a posi- 
tien tu achieve a decision by merely follow- 
ing up the advantage which they had 
already gained, it is reasonably clear that 
there is no object in beginning again some 
where else. The plain implication of the 
opening of this new attack in Flanders is 
that ther do not feel themselves to be in 
such a position on the Somme front. The 
new attack is a confession that, in the 
development which the situation on the 
Gomme front has undergone, their effort to 
achieve a decision has proved, at least for 
the time being, abortive. 

The main weight of an offensive on the 
scale ef the German offensive on the 
Somme cannot, in such a short space of 
time as has elapsed since that effort died 
down, be transferred to another part of 
the front thirty or forty miles away. The 
new attack in Flanders must be regarded, 
at least for the present, as an operation 
subsidiary to the main operation on the 
Somme front, which is at present in abey- 
ance. How many divisions are so far 
engaged in it we do not yet know; but in 
an offensive on a front of more than 
twenty miles in all the number niust be 
large. So far as the offensive has de 
veloped, the Allies are entitled to regard

Since the 
evacuation of Armentidres their new line 
runs from the southern end of the 
Messines Ridge, by Ploggsteert and Steen-

@untry to Givenchy, at which important 
tactical point it joins the old front on the 
La Bassée Canal. The Germans pressed 
the attack strongly throughout the day 
on the whole of this front. Soath of the 
Lys it met with mo success. Heavy and 
incessant attacks delivered by fresh divi- 
sions on the line of the Lawe were beaten 
off with great loss, and vigorous and 
successful counter-attacks recaptured the 
positions into which the Germans had 
momentarily penetrated. North of the 
Lys they succeeded by attacks in strength 
in pushing back the defence to just north 
of Estaires and Steenwerck, and further 
north at Ploegsteert a determined attack 
also made some progress. Heavy attacks 
on the Messines Ridge, however, and 
further north against Hollebeke on the 
ridge south-west of Ypres, were completely 
repulsed with great loss. Some further 
modification of the front may be necessary, 
but generally the situation in Flanders 
appears to be well in hand. The main 
purpose of the German attack, apart from 
objectives on its immediate front, is quite 
clearly stated by German military critics. 
The Germans are unable to pursne their 
offensive in the Somme region while the 
flanks of their great salient there are held 
and exposed to the danger of an Allied 
counter-offensive. Their new attack - in 
Flanders is designed to limit the freedom 
of mancuvre of the Allies sirategic 
reserves. They have already used in 
the Somme offensive’ one-half of their 
total forces. Of these they have lost 
at least 300,000 men. Their new 
attack will absorb a large propor- 
tion of their remaining forces, with a 
comparable rate of loss. So long as the 
Allies’ front is nowhere broken, and 
the effort to break it consumes the Cer- 
man strength at this prodigious rate, 
their continued reliance for the present 
upon a defensive rile is sufficiently ex- 
plained.

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While it would be idle to suggest that 
there is not widespread anxiety among all 
classes as to the news from Flanders, I 
find that the better informed people are 
the greater is their confidence that the 
enemy will not succeed. Indeed, some 
good judges hold that this new attack is 
a proof not of overwhelming strength, but 
of increasing weakness, due to their pro- 
digious losses in the battle Gh the Somme. 
Their original object was undoubtedly to 
capture Amiens and drive a wedge between 
the French and British Armies, after 
which they could have proceeded to the 
captare either of Paris or of the Channel 

rts, whichever seemed most likely to 
ead to an early peace. But the strenuous 
resistance that they encountered delayed 
the execution of this programme, and 
caused them such heavy casualties that 
they began to be alarmed for the safety 
of their flanks. Hence, it is believed, the 
present attempt to clear their right by 
driving in the British Army on the 
Armentiéres sector. It looks very much as 
if once again the Germans had been found 
to change their plans in the middle of a 
battle—a process which rarely leads to 
strategic success. 

The satisfactory shipping return this 
week has led people to suppose that the 
Germans have withdrawn some of their 
submarines in view of a great naval offen- 
sive at a future date. This, however, I 
understand is not correct. There has been 
no diminution in the number of beats, but 
they have been prevented from attaining 
their object. It is quite possible that the 
German Navy may attempt a great offen- 
sive before long, particularly if things go 
badly with the German Armies in France 
and Flanders ; but it may be regarded as 
certain that their High Seas Fleet will be 
supplied with everything necessary when 
it comes out, and will not depend upon a 
few scattered submarines for its strength. 


A question put today by Mr. John Hope
